Suggested Management

Saponac Pond should be managed for its large popula­
tions of warm-water fishes. It is essentially a large shallow
flowage in the path of the Passadumkeag River, and it pro­
vides an attractive smal1mouth bass and white perch fishery.
Unfortunately a large portion of the pond has become a
sterile settling hasin for the gross sawdust pollution that has
been scattered along the west shore, and no remedy is avail­
ahle to restore the pond to its original condition.

Migrating Passadumkeag River hrook trout probably
move through the pond, but no permanent trout fishery can
exist because of the shallow warm water suited for the thriv­
ing populations of small mouth hass, white perch, and pick­
erel.
